His Palatial llouie at SouUa Bend 
Destroyed by Fire—Costly Medi- 
cal Colieg:e Destroyed. 


SOUTH 
BEND, Ind., 
Oct. 
9.—The 
Studebaker mansion here was burned 
this morning. The damage is not yet 
known. 
Mrs. Clem Studebaker was in- 
jured, but not seriously. 


LATER PARTICULARS. 


About 3 o'clock this morning Tijjpe- 
canoe place, the mansion of Hon. Clem 
Studebaker, one of the finest in the 
northwesff, was discovered to be on fire. 
Mrs. Studebaker noticed smoke in the 
house, and after a search, found the fire 
in a closet on the first floor. When she 
openeáiñio door the flames rushed out, 
ran uiJ the elevator and a stairway to 
the fourth floor and roof. 


Owing to the absence of Mr. Stude- 
baker, who is with the American con- 
gress on its tour through New England, 
and her sén and daughter, who are in 
Cincinnati, Mrs. Studebaker Was alone 
with her grandson, Miss Isabel Millburn 
and several servants. The grandson was 
sleeping on the fourth floor, near the 
nurse's room, and to him Mrs. Stude- 
baker ran, through flame aud smoke, 
screaming to alarm the others. 


She reached the room and rescued the 
child,, but was severely burned about 
the head, face, neck and shoulders. The 
child was but sliglitly burned. 
Mrs. 
Studebaker escaped in her night clothes 
and bare feet. 
The servants, aroused 
by Mi-s. Studebaker's cries, and Miss 
Milburn, also escaped in their night 
clothes. The nurse girl, Louise Weiler, 
was cut off by the flames and slid down 
from the fourth floor on a v/ater pipe 
and escaj^ed unhurt. 


Although the fire department --vorkcd 
hard, it was 7:30 o'clock before the fire 
was extinguished. 
The ui^per floor was 
gutted by the flames aud many valuable 
art treasiu'GS were destroyed. 
Fire, 
smoke and water also practically de- 
stroyed everj-thing on the floor belov/, 
the walls alone escaping destruction. 
Very little fnrnitiu-e was saved. The 
loss will reach $150,000 to $175,000; iu- 
surance about $60,000. 


The building was but recently com- 
pleted and cost about $250,000. 
It was 
built of cobble stone, was four stories 
high and furnished magnificently. 
A 
reception to the delegates of the Ameri" 
can congress was to have been hold 
there October 19. 


ST. LOUIS, Oct. 9.—The Beaumonth 
hospital and medical college in this city 
was totally destroyed by fire last night. 
The origin of the five is unknown. There 
were but few patients in the building at 
the time and all were rescued. 


The college contained a largo amount 
of valuable 
instruments- 
and 
wax 
figures. 
The loss on these will be $25,- 
000. Dr. Waldo Briggs loses a valuable 
private museum valued at $14,000. The 
entire loss will be about $60,000, with 
ouly a small insurance. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., Oct. 9.—A Rath 
dispatch says: "The shops of the Cooley 
manufacturing company, v/ere burned 
at 12:30 o'clock this morning. 
The loss 
is $18,000 to $20,000; insurance $9,000. 
The Bath wagon shops was damaged to 
the extent of $1,000, i3artiaUy insured." 


CiTi' OF MEXICO, Oct. 9.—Fire yester- 
day morning destroyed the Calderón 
theatre at Zacatecas. All the educated 
animals belonging to Salvania, were 
consumed. One of the attaches perished 
in Ihe flames.
